DETAILED ACTION 
Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The information disclosure statement filed 9/10/01 and 3/29/02 fails to comply 
with 37 CFR 1.98(a)(2), which requires a legible copy of each U.S. and foreign patent; 
each publication or that portion which caused it to be listed; and all other information or 
that portion which caused it to be listed. It has been placed in the application file, but 
the information referred to therein has not been considered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 

3. Claims 1-76 are rejected under 35 U.S.C, 102(b) as being anticipated by Molting 
(4,832,431). Molting discloses the claimed invention. Note figure 1 which shows a 
substance (10) comprising a plurality of electrodes (El, E2, ...) having a plurality of 
voltage levels ( U1, U2,...), and a plurality of storage elements (inherent as evident by 
Melting's claim 15 which states "an electrical voltage (Ui) associated with the 
appertaining location for modifying the polarization and phase (Fi) is applied to these 
separate electrodes... where Uo is a variable maximum voltage which Ui can 
assume."). 
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4. Claims 1-76 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Delorme (5838714). Delorme discloses the claimed invention. Note figure 1 which 
shows a substance comprising a plurality of electrodes (E. lambda. 1, E. lambda. 2, ...) 
having a plurality of voltage levels ( V.lambda.1, V.lambda.2,...). 

5. Claims 1-76 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Delorme (5581572). Delorme discloses the claimed invention. Note figure 1 which 
shows a substance comprising a plurality of electrodes (E1, E2, ...) having a plurality of 
voltage levels (see col. 5 lines 44-52 ).
